Road supei-visors o f Mt. Joy town­ 
ship, in conference he** this morning 
with the county commissioners, of­ 
ficials of the state highway depart­ 
ment ami members of the Hoffman 
Orphanage board, decided to proceed 
with the building of the concrete road 
from the Baltimore ’pike to a point 
about a half mile from the orphanage. 
The action of the road supervisors 
follows upon information received by 
them that state-aai money for the 
building of the road in its entirety of 
2.7 miles is not available this year 
for Adams county. 
The highway department, it was 
stated, has $44,439.10 available state- 
aid funds for road work in Adams 
county this year. 
The state’s share 
of building the 2.7 miles of road from 
the Baltimore road to the Hoffman 
Orphanage w’ould be approximately 
$50,000. 
Information that not enough state- 
aid was available this year for the 
construction of the road led to the 
belief, in some quarters, that the su­ 
pervisors of Mt. Joy township would 
turn dow’n, the offer. 
It was stated, however, that the 
board of the Hoffman Orphanage was 
paying more than half of the town­ 
ship’s share of the cost of the pro­ 
posed improvement, and that it was 
willing to have most of the road built 
at present, leaving the 
remainder, 
about a half mile, until some other 
time. The total cost of the improved 
road will be in the neighbor hood of 
$88,000. 
Under state-aid only a concrete road 
can be built.
